NEWCASTLE 1/7/78 


Fifty die hard supporters left Canberra 
at 5am last Saturday for the Newcastle 
game, and were met by several Newcastle 
supporters who escorted us to the ground.

Promotion and Relegation 

At the end of the season the top team in 
Division 1 Grade 1 is declared the premier 
team of the A.C.T. Football League com- 
petition. The bottom team in Division 1 
Grade 1 is relegated to Division 2 Grade 1 
and that club’s Division 1 Grade 2 side 
also shares the fate of its senior side by 
being relegated to Division 2 Grade 2 even 
if it had finished top position in Division 
1 Grade 2. In other words the team finish- 
ing bottom of Division 1 Grade 1 effec- 
tively has the club relegated, not just the 
first grade team. The Division 1 Grade 3 
competition is a combination of Division 
1 and Division 2 club teams and is not 
necessarily atfected by the promotional 
and relegation system operated in Grade

When the premiership situation is de-

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The Philips League has now played nearly 
45 competitive rounds and over 60 per cent 
of the competing clubs have sacked or 
changed their coaches in that period. In 
fact only six clubs have retained the coach/ 
manager they began with: Rasic (Marconi), 
Laing (Wests), Chaldi (Sydney City), 
Cirkovii (Footscray), Vest (Newcastle) and 
Warren (Canberra). 

It has been traditional in some countries 
including Australia that the coach is the 
person who should get axed anytime a 
team is not doing so well. | believe that 
idea is absurd. Sure, any coach who proves 
himself incompetent or who brings the 
club into disrepute ought to get his march- 
ing orders. But where should the club draw 
the line if the coach is really attempting to 
do an honest job. 

| believe managers should remain and 
players should go. Why? 

First, to ensure continuity. If a manager 
is worth his salt he is trying to look at the 
long term future of the club as well as the 
short term success. Young players will only 
develop in a systematic way if a regular 
continuous teaching learning situation is 
apparent. 

Secondly, a manager has to be like 
good scout — a big sign “Be Prepare 
hangs over his desk. He should have 
necessary player resources to replace f

or five regular first team players if the 
need arises; and he should have the neces- 
sary resources to enter the transfer market 
only if he has not been able to develop his 
own player and have him ready. 

Thirdly, the manager has to be a coach 
as well. He cannot delegate training respon- 
sibilities to someone else, and then select 
the team for the week based on inadequate 
knowledge. No two men ever think alike, 
especially with football. 

Fourthly, and most importantly, young 
players today must be brought up to the 
club system — to be coached to play the 
same way right from the youngest team to 
the first team. Changes at the top are going 
to affect the kids. Players, not managers, 
should go if they lack motivation or get 
accustomed to an easy life. It is the boss 
that matters.
